A Bill further to amend the Constitution of India .

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Forty -ninth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 

1. This Act may be called the Constitution (Amendment) Act, 1998 . 
2. In article 311 of the Constitution , 
(a) In clause (2 ), in the second proviso , 

(i) for sub-clause (b ), the following sub - clause shall be substituted , namely : 
" (6 ) where the authority empowered to dismiss or remove a person or to reduce 
him in rank is satisfied that for reasons , which are to be specificd , substantiated by 
evidence and to be recorded by that authority in writing and also intimated to the 
person concerned , it is not reasonably practicablo to hold such inquiry ; or" ; 

( il ) sub -clause (c) shall be omitted ; 
(b ) clause (3 ) shall be omitted . 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The provisions of article 311 have been unreasonably used soveral times by the 
bureaucracy to unjustifiably punish the employoos for many rouons. This provision is 
mostly used to punish thoso employoos who are not in the good books of sonior officers . 
The employcos who aro involved in association activitios aro branded as political activists 
and are punished under these provisions without giving them any opportunity to explain 
thoir point of view or to argue their case . The provisions of fundamental rights enshrined in 
the Constitution are being violatod in as much as the aggrioved omployeos are not given a 
chance to defond thomselves . Rules of natural justice and fair play require that the employcos 
must have a chance to know as to why they are being puniahod and also they should be 
given a chance to oxplain their position and also to submit documents and evidenco , if any, 
in thoir favour. Sonior officons should not be vosted with powors to dismiss cmployoes 
without holding an inquiry. The procedure regarding holding inquiry should be dispepsod 
with only in oxceptional Cases and that too after the officer who was conducting inquiry has 
recordod in writing that it is not practicable to hold an inquiry. 

It is, thoroforc , proposed to amend articlo 311 of the Constitution suitably with a 
viow to protecting the interests of employcos.

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· STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The tribo Doswalli Majhees are Santhal descendants . The tribe was recognised an 
such in the year 1921. In the year 1941 Deswalli Majhees were declared as Tribcs and 
after that in the years 1952 and 1953 they were accepted as Santhal Descendants and thus 
got benefits and legitimate dues guaranteed by the Government of India . Things changed 
from the year 1961 onwards . The tribes were denied all the facilitiesmeant for them and till 
today they have been suffering in many ways . 

Therçfore, to give them justice and in vicw of their economic, educational and social 
backwardness, it is proposed in the Bill that the Doswalli Majhoos tribe be included in the 
list of Scheduled Tribes for the State of Wost Bengal. 

The Bill seeks to achieve the above objective .

1. (1 ) This Act may be called the Government of Union Territory of Lakshadweep 
Act, 1998 . 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Governmentmay, by notification 
in the Official Gazette, appoint : 

Provided that different dates may be appointed for different provisions of the Act and 
any reference in any such provision to the commencement of this Act shall be construed as 
a reference to the coming into force of that provision .

(5) Thero shall be paid to the Speaker and the Deputy Speaker of the Logislative 
Assombly such salarios and allowances as may be rospectivoly fixed by the Legislativo 
Assombly by law and until provision in that behalf is so made, such salaries and allowancos 
as the Lieutonant Governor may, with the approval of the President, by order datormino 

8 (1) Atany sitting of the Legislative Assombly while any resolution for the removal 
of the Speakor from his office is under consideration , the Speaker , or while any resolution 
for the removal of the Deputy Speaker from his office is under consideration, the Deputy 
Speaker, shall not, though he is presont, preside and the provisions of sub -section (4 ) of 
soction 7 shall apply in relation to every such sitting as they apply in relation to a sitting from 
which the Speaker or, as the case may be, the Deputy Speaker is absent .

9 . (1) The Lieutenant Governor may address the Legislative Assembly and for that 
purposo require the attendanco of members. 

(2 ) The Lieutenant Governor may send message to the Legislative Assembly whether 
with respect to a Bill. then pending in the Assembly or otherwise and when a message is so 
sont, the Assembly shall with all convenient dospatch consider any matter roquirod by the 
mourage to be takon into consideration .

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10 . (1) At the commencoment of the first session after each general election to the 
Logislative Assembly at the commoncement of the first session of each year, the Licutenant 
Governor shall address the Legislative Assembly and inform it of the causes of its summons. 

(2 ) Provision shall be made by rules to be made by the Assembly regulating its 
procedure for the allotmont of time for discussion of the matters referred to in such address . 

11 . Every Minister who is not a member of the Legislative Assembly shall have the 
right to speak in and otherwise to take part in the proceedings of the Legislative Assembly 
and to speak in and otherwise to take part in the procoedings of any committee of the 
Logislative Assembly which he may be named a momber , but shall not by virtue of this 
section be entitled to vote . 

12 . Every member of the Legislative Assembly shall, before taking his seat,make and 
subscribe before tho Licutenant Governor or some person appointed in that behalf by him , 
an oath or affirmation according to the form set out for the purpose in the Schedule. 

13. (1) Save as otherwise provided in the Act, question at any sitting of the Legislative 
Asssembly shall be determined by a majority of votes of the members present and voting 
other than the Speakor or person acting as such . 

(2 ) The Speaker or person acting as such shall not vote in the first instance , but shall 
have and exercise a casting voto in the case of an equality of votes. 

( 3) The Legislative Assembly shall have power to act notwithstanding any vacancy in 
the membership thereof, and any proceedings in the Legislative Assembly shall be valid 
notwithstanding that it is discovered subsequently that some person who was not entitled so 
to do , sat or voted or otherwise took part in the proceedings. 

(4 ) The quorum to constitute a mecting of the Assembly shall be one - third of the total 
number of members of the Assembly. 

(5) If at any time during a moeting of the Legislative Assembly there is no quorum , it 
shall be the duty of the Speaker, or person acting as such , either to adjourn the Assembly or 
to suspend themooting until there is a quorum . 

14 . (1) No person shall be a member both of Parliament and of the Legislative Assembly 
and if a person is chosen a member both of Parliament and of such Assembly, then at the 
expiration of such period as is specified in or under the Representation of the People Act, 
1951, and the rules made by tho President under clause (2 ) of article 190 , thatperson s seat 
in Parliament shall becomc vacant, unless he had previously resigned his seat in the Legislative 
Assembly. 
(2 ) If a member of the Legislative Assembly 

( a ) becomes subject to any disqualification mentioned in section 15 or section 
16 for membership of the Assembly ; or 

(6 ) resigns his seatby writing under his hand addressed to the Speaker and his 
resignation is accepted by the Speaker, 
his seat shall theroupon bocomo vacant: 

Provided that in the case of any resignation referred to in clause (b ), if from the 
information received or otherwise and after making such inquiry as he thinks fit, the Speaker 
is satisfied that such resignation is not voluntary or genuine he shall not accept such 
resignation . 

( 3) If for a period of sixty days a member of the Legislative Assembly is without 
permission of the Assembly absont from all meetings thereof, the Assembly may declare his 
seat vacant: 

Provided that in computing the said period of sixty days no account shall be taken of 
any period during which the Assembly is prorogued or is adjourned for more than four 
consecutive days.

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13. (1) A person shall be disqualified for being chosen as , and for being , a member of 
the Legislative Assembly 

(a ) if he holds any office of profit under the Government of India or the 
Government of any State or the Government of any Union territory other than an 
office declared by law made by Parliament or by the Legislature of any State or by the 
Legislative Assembly of any other Union territory not to disqualify its holder, or 

(b ) if he is for the time being chosen as, and for being , a memberof either House 
of Parliament under the provisions of sub - clause (b ) or sub - clause (c ) of sub - clause 
(1 ) of article 102 or of any law made in pursuance of that article. 

(2 ) For the purpose of the section , a person shall not be deemed to hold an office of 
profit under the Government of India or the Government of any State or the Government of 
any Union territory by reason only thathe is a Minister cither for the Union or for such State 
or Union territory . 

(3 ) If any question arises as to whether a member of the Legislative Assembly has 
become disqualified for being such a member under the provisions of sub -section ( 1 ), tho 
question shall be referred for the dicision of the President and his decision shall be final. 

(4) Before giving any decision on any such question , the President shall obtain the 
opinion of the Election Commission and shall act according to such opinion . 

16. The provisions of the Tenth Schedule to the Constitution shall, subject to the 
necessary modification ( including modifications, for construing reforonces therein to the 
Legislative Assembly of a State, article 188 , article 194 and article 212 as references, 
respectively, to tho Legislative Assembly, section 12 , section 18 and section 37 of this Act), 
apply to and in relation to the members of the Legislative Assembly of a State and 
accordingly; 

(a ) tho said Tenth Schedule as so modified shall be deemed to form part of this 
Act ; and 

(b ) a person shall be disqualified for being a member of the Legislative Assembly 
if he is so disqualified under the said Tenth Schedule as so modified . 

17. If a person sits or votos as a member of the Legislativo Assombly before he has 
compliod with requiroments of section 12 or when he knows that he is not qualified or that 
he is disqualified for membership thereof, ho shall be liablo in respoct of oach day on which 
he so sits or votes to a penalty of five hundred rupoos to bo recovered as a debt due to the 
Union. 
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18 . (1) Subject to the provisions of this Act and to the rules and standing orders 
regulating the procedure of the Logislative Assembly , there shall be freedom of speech in 
the Legislative Assembly . 

( 2) No momber of the Legislative Assembly shall be liable to any procordings in any 
court in respoct of anything said or any vote given by him in the Legislative Assembly or any 
committed thereofand no person shall be so liablo in respect of the publication by or under 
the authority of such Assembly ofany roport, paper , votes or proceedings . 

(3) In other respects, the powers, privileges and immuntios of the Legislative Assembly 
and of the members and the committoos thereof shall be such as are for the time being 
enjoy od by the House of the Poople and its members and committoos . 

(4 ) The provisions of sub -soctions ( 1), (2 ) and (3 ) shall apply in relation to persons 
who by virtue of this Act have the right to speak in , and otherwise to take part in the 
procoedings , of the Legislative Assembly or any committoc thoroof as they apply, in relation 

to members of that Assombly . 
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19. Members of the Legislative Assembly shall be ontitled to receive such salaries 
and allowances as may from time to time determine by the Legislative Assembly by law and 
until provision in that behalf is so made , such salaries and allowances as the Lieutenant 
Governor may , with the approval of the President, by order determine . 

20 . The property of the Union shall , save in so far as Parliament may by law other 
wise provido , be exempted from all taxes imposed by or under any law made by the Legislative 
Assembly or by under any other law in force in the Union territory : 

Provided that nothing in this section shall, until Parliamentby law otherwise provides, 
provent any authority within the Union territory from levying any tax on any property of the 
Union to which such property was immediately before the commencement of the Constitution 
liablo or troated as liablo , so long as the tax continuos to be levied in the Union territory . 

21. ( 1) The provisions of articles 286 , 287 and 288 shall apply in relation to any law 
passed by the Legislative Assembly with respect to any of the matters referred to in those 
articles as they apply in relation to any law passed by the Legislature of a State with respect 
to thoso matters 

(2 ) The provisions of article 304 shall, with the necessary modifications, apply in 
relation to any law passed by the Legislative Assembly with respect to any of the matters 
referred to in that article as they apply in relation to any law passed by the legislaturo of a 
State with respect to those matters , 

22 . ( 1) A Bill or amendment shall not be introduced into , or moved in , the legislative 
Assembly except on the recommondation of the Lieutenant Governor if such bill or 
amendment makes provision for any of the following matters, namely : 

(a ) the imposition , abolition , rcmission , alteration or regulation of any tax ; 

(b ) the amendment of the law with respectto any financial obligations undertaken 
or to be undertaken by the Government of the Union territory: 

(c ) the appropriation of moneys out of the Consolidated Fund of the Union 
territory ; 

(d ) the declaring of any expenditure to the expenditure chargod on the 
Consolidated Fund of the Union territory or the increasing of the amount of any such 
expenditure ; 

(e ) the receipt of money on account of the Consolidated Fund of the Union 
territory or the custody of such money : 

Provided that no recommendation shall be required under this sub - section for the 
moving of an amendmentmaking provision for the reduction or abolition of any tax . 

(2 ) A Bill or amendment shall not be deemed to make provision for any of the matters 
aforesaid by reason only that it provides for the imposition of fines or other pecuniary 
penaltics, or for the demand or payment of fecs for license or fees for services rendered , or 
by reason that it provides for the imposition , abolition ,remission , alteration or regulation of 
any tax by any local authority or body for local purposes. 

( 3) A Bill which , if enacted and brought into operation , would involve expenditure 
from the Consolidated Fund of the Union territory shall not be passed by the Legislative 
Assembly unless the Lieutenant Governor has recommended to that Assembly the 
consideration of the Bill . 

23. ( 1) A Bill pending in the Legislative Assembly shall not lapse by reason of the 
prorogation of the Assembly. 

(2) A Bill which is pending in the Legislative Assembly shall lapse on a dissolution of 
the Assembly . 
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24 . When a Bill has been passed by the Legislative Assembly it shall be presented to Assent to Bills . 
the Lieutenant Governor and he shall declare either that he assents to the Bill or that he 
withholds assents therefrom or that he reserves the Bill for the consideration of the 
President: 

Provided that the Lieutenant Governormay, as soon as possible after the presentation 
of the Bill for his assent, return the Bill if it is not a Moncy Bill together with a 
message requesting that the Assembly will reconsider the Bill or any specified 
provisions thereof, and , in particular, will consider the desirability of introducing any 
such amendments as he may recommend in hismessage and, when a Bill is so returned , 
the Assombly will reconsider the Bill accordingly , and if the Bill is passed again with 
or without amondmont and prosented to the LicutenantGovernor for assent, he shall 
declaro either that he assents , to the Bill or that ho reserves the Bill for the consideration 
of the President: 

Provided further that the Licutonant Govornor shall not assent to , but shall reserve 
for the consideration of the President, any Bill which , 

(a ) in the opinion of the Lieutenant Governor would , if it became law , so 
derogate from the powers of the High Court as to ondanger the position which 
that Court is , by the Constitution , designed to fill; or 

(b ) the Presidentmay, by order , direct to be reserved for his consideration ; or 

(c ) relatos to matter referred to in sub-section (5) of section 7 or section 
19 or section 34 or sub -section (3 ) of section 43 . 
Explanation . For the purposes of this section and section 25, a Bill shall be deemed 
to be a Money Bill if it contains only provisions dealing with all or any of the matters 
specified in sub - section (1 ) of section 22 or any matter incidental to any of those matters 
and , in either caso, there is endorsed thereon the certificate of the Speaker of the Legislative 
Assembly signed by him that it is a Moncy Bill . 

25 . When a Bill is reserved by the Licutenant Governor for the consideration of the Bills roerved 
President, the President shall declaro eithor that be assents to the Bill or that he withholds for coaxidant 

don . 
assent therefrom : 

Provided that where the Bill is not a moncy Bill, the Presidentmay direct the Lieutenant 
Governor to return the Bill to the Legislative Assembly together with such a message 
as is mentioned in the first proviso to section 24 and , when a Bill is so returned , tho 
Assembly shall reconsider it accordingly within a period of six months from the date 
of receipt of such message and , if it is again passed by the Assembly with or without 
amendment it shall be presented again to the President for his consideration . 

26 . No Act of the Logislative Assembly , and no provision in any such Act, shall be Requirements 
invalid by reason only that some previous sanction or recommendation required by this Actu to sanction 
was not given , if assent to that Act was given by the Lieutenant Governor or , one being in 
Toserved by the LieutenantGovernor for the consideration of the President, by the President. 

27. (1) The Lieutenant Governor shall in respect of every financial yoar cause to be Annual 
laid before the Legislative Assembly, with the previous sanction of the President, a statement financial 

tatement 
of the estimated receipts and expenditure of the Union territory for the year, in this part 
referred to as the " annual financial statement". 

(2 ) The estimates of expenditure embodied in the annual financial statement shall 
show .soparately 

(a ) tho sums-required to meet expenditure described by this Act as expenditure 
chargod upon the Consolidated Fund of the Union torritory , and 
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(b ) thoigums requirod to meet other expenditure proposed to be made from the 
Consolidatod Fund of the Union territory and shall distinguish exponditure on rovenuo 
account from other expenditure . 

( 3) Notwithstanding anything contained in any law for the time being in force , the 
following expenditure shall bo oxponditure charged on the Consolidated Fund of the Union 
territory : 

( a ) tho omolumonts and allowances of the Lieutonant Governor and other 
expenditure relating to his office as determined by the President by general or special 
order ; 

(b ) the charges payable in respoct of loans advanced to the Union territory from 
the Consolidated Fund of India including interost, sinking fund charges and redemption 
charges and other expenditure connected therewith ; 

(c) the salaries and allowances of the Speaker and the Doputy Speaker of the 
Legislative Assembly ; 

(d ) any sums roquired to satisfy any judgement, decrec or award of any court or 
arbitrator or tribunal; 

(@ ) any other expenditure declared by the Constitution or by law made by 
Parliament or by the Legislative Assembly to be so charged . 

28 (1) Somuch of the estimates As relates to expenditure charged upon the Consolidatod 
Fund of the Union territory shall not be submitted to the vote of the Legislative Assembly 
but nothing in this sub - section shall be construed as preventing the discussion in the Legislative 
Assembly of any of those estimates. 

(2 ) So much of the said estimates as relatos to other expenditure shall be submitted in 
the form of demands for grants to the Legislative Assembly, and the Legislative Assembly 
shall have the power to assent or to refuse to assent, to any demand , or to asscnt to any 
demand subject to a reduction of the amount specified therein . 

(3) No demand for a grant shall be made except on the recommendation of the 
Lieutenant Governor . 

29 . (I ) As soon as may be after the grants under section 28 have been made by the 
Legislative Assembly, there shall be introduced a Bill to provide for the appropriation out of 
the Consolidated Fund of the Union territory of all moncys required to meet 

(a) the grants so made by the Assembly ; and 

(b ) the expenditure charged on the Consolidated Fund of the Union territory but 
not exceeding in any case the amount shown in the statement previously laid before 
the Assembly. 

( 2) No amendment shall be proposed to any such Bill in the Legislative Assembly 
which will have the effect of varying the amount or altering the destination of any grant 
made or of varying the amount of any expenditure charged on the Consolidated Fund of the 
Union territory and the decision of the person presiding as to whether an amendment is 
inadmissible under this sub- section shall be final.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Even after 50 years of Independence, the Union territory of Lakshadweep has not 
been provided with a democratic set-up with a Legislative Assembly for the governance of 
the affairs of the Union territory Administration. All powers are vested in the Licutenant 
Governor and the bureaucracy continues to reign supreme. In the absence of Legislative 
Assembly with dovolution of powers, the people of the islands are not enable to have a sense 
of belonging and involvement in the developmental activities of the islands and do not 
have a say in the utilisation of the funds provided by the Central Government in proper 
perspective . 

The type of administration provided to the Union territory is not at all befitting to a 
democratic set-up and devolution of powers . The population of the Union territory has 
crossed four lakhs mark and the literacy percentage is well over the national average and is 
steadily heading towards achieving cent percent, literacy as per norms prescribed by the 
Government of India . 

However, despite of all these favourable points the people of the Union territory did 
not get administrative set -up of their own choice mainly due to unforesighted views of the 
CentralGovernment. They deserve a political set -up in the same line as Delhi, Pondicherry 
and the like are having . 

There have been series of demands from the people of the Union territory for providing 
a Legislative Assembly on the line of the set-up in Delhi and Pondicherry. The people of the 
island territory are unanimous in this regard . Now , since a three- tier Panchayat Raj system 
is also in offing in pursuance with the Constitution ( Seventy - third Amendment) Act, with 
the idea ofdevolution of powers at Panchayat, block and district levels , it is high time that a 
Legislative Assembly was provided to set the tone and direction for the governance of the 
Union territory Administration on democratic norms. 

The Bill seoks to achieve the aforesaid objectives.

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Clause 3 of the Bill provides for setting up of a Legislative Assemly for the Union 
territory of Lakshadweep, Clauses 7 (5 ), 19 and 43( 3) relate to payment of salaries and 
allowances to the Speaker, the Deputy Speaker,Members of the Legislative Assembly and 
the Ministers. The expenditure on such salaries and allowances and other expenditure of 
incidental nature such as on the additional staff in the Legislative Assembly and Council of 
Ministers will be met from the Consolidated Fund of the Union territory of Lakshadweep . 

Clause 38 provides for the delimitation of thirty single member territorial constituencies 
for the proposed Assembly of the Union territory of Lakshadweep . Clause 55 provides that 
Union territory of Lakshadweep will be represented by one member in the Council of States. 
For this purpose , a non -recurring expenditure of about rupees fifteen lakhs is likely to be 
incurred . This expenditure will be met from the Consolidated Fund of India. 

The Bill does not involve any other expenditure whether of a recurring ornon -recurring 
nature. 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clause 33 of the Bill empowers the Legislative Assembly of the Union territory of 
Lakshadweep to make rules, subject to the provisions of this Bill, for regulating its procedure 
and conduct of its business. It also provides that the Lieutenant Governor shall , after 
consultation with the Speaker of the Legislative Assembly and with the approval of the 
President make rules for socuring the completion of the financial business , regulating the 
procedure and conduct of business in the Legislative Assembly in relation to any financial 
matter or to any Bill for appropriation ofmoneys out of the Consolidated Fund of the Union 
territory of Lakshadweep and for prohibiting the discussion of or asking any question which 
affect the discharge of the functions of the LicutenantGovernor in so far as he is required to 
act in his discretion . 

Clause 44 empowers the President to mako rules regarding allocation of business to 
Ministers and transactions of such business. It further empowors the LieutenantGovernor to 
make rules providing the manner of authenticating the orders issued in his name. 

Clause 46 (3) and 47 (3) provide that the LicutenantGovernor may make rulos rogarding 
the custody , ctc . of the Consolidated Fund of the Union territory of Lakshadweep and the 
Contingency Fund of the Union territory of Lakshadweep . 

Clause 53 empowers thc President to issuc orders for removing any difficulty in giving 
effect to the provisions of this Bill and in particular in relation to the constitution of the 
Legislative Assembly . 

Thematters mentioned above art of a procedural nature and it is difficult to provide 
for them in the Bill itself. The delegation of logislative power is , therefore , of a normal 
character.

1. This Actmay be called the Persons with Disabilitics (Equal Opportunities , Protection 
of Rights and Full Participation ) Amendment Act, 1998 . 

2 . In section 33 of the Persons with Disabilities (Equal Opportunities , Protection of 
Rights and Full Participation ) Act, 1995, 

(i) for the words " in the posts identified for each disability :" , the words " in all 
posts in all groups of services identified for each disability ;" shall be substituted ; 

( ii) the existing section shall be renumbered as sub -section ( 1) thereof and after 
sub - section (1 ) as so renumbered , the following sub - section and explanation shall be 
inserted , namely , 

" (2 ) Notwithstanding any judgement, decree or order of any court or tribunal or 
any other authority to the contrary, the provisions of sub - section (1 ) shall be deemed 
to have come into force from the date of coming into force of the Act . 

Explanation :- - For the purposes of this section , the expression " appoint" includes 
appointment by promotion also ." . 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Parliament enacted the Persons with Disabilities (Equal Opportunities, Protection of 
Rights and Full Participation ) Act, 1995 with a view to provide statutory rights to the 
physically handicapped persons in various spheres of life, including employment. The said 
Act is of far reaching consequences and has turned out to be a healing gesture to the members 
of the society, who on account of their physical deficiencies, are not able to compete with 
their fellow countrymen . 

The Act enjoins reservation ofnot less than three per cent for physically handicapped 
persons in overy establishment under Government. 

At present reservation in promotion in favour of physically handicapped person is 
available only in some groups of services . 

With a view to put things beyond controversy and to remove existing anomaly and 
also to make the benefits of reservation available invariably in all groups of services, even 
where the appointments are being made only from promotional avenues, itwould be expedient 
to modify the said Act suitably . 

It is further proposed to implement the provisions of reservation from the date of 
coming into force of the Act in order to do justice to the handicapped . The Bill would go a 
long way and would ensure a fair and just treatment to those members of the sociсty , who 
need it the most.

A Bill further to amend the States Reorganisation Act, 1956 . 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Forty -ninth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1. This Act may be called the States Reorganisation (Amendment) Act, 1998 . 
2. In section 51 of the States Reorganisation Act, 1956 : 
(i) after sub -section (2), the following sub- section shall be inserted , namely: 

" (2A ) The Presidentmay, after the expiry of every four years, review the 
matter of establishment of a permanent bench or benches of the High Court of a 
now State with reference to demand made in regard thereto : 

Provided that where the Chief Justice of that High Court, after being 
formally requested to , does not express his opinion in writing within six months 
from the date of such request, it shall be deemed that the Chief Justice has no 
opinion to give on the subject: 
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Provided also that the President shall not be bound by the opinion given 
under sub-section ( 2 ) by the Governor of a new State or the Chief Justice of the 
High Court of that State : 

Provided also that the President, if he deems fit, may appoint a three 
mcmber Commission , chaired by a sitting or retired Judge of the SupremeCourt, 
to examine the matter of desirability and feasibility of and site for tho 
cstablishment of a new permanent bench or benches of the High Court for the 
new State and to give its opinion in regard thereto after ascertaining the views 
of the Governor and the Chief Justice of the High Court of that State, and if the 
President docs so , there shall be no further requirement for the President to 
consult the Governor or the Chief Justice of the High Court of that State:" ; and 
(ii ) after sub - section (3), the following provisos shall be added , namely: 

**Provided that the desirability of sitting of the judges and division courts of the 
High Court for a new Statc at such other new place or places in that State shall be 
revicwed periodically after every four years by the Chief Justice of that High Court : 

Provided further that the Chiof Justice may order that any case or class of cases 
arising before the judges at such place or places be heard and disposed of at the 
principal seat of that High Court : 

Provided also that the cases, involving interpretation of the provisions of the 
Constitution or the viresof statute or a part thereof or a rule or regulation made under 
the statuto, which havo not already been settled by the Supreme Court or the High 
Court, shall not be heard in such sittings and shall be heard at the principal seat of that 
High Court .". 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


In a democratic set-up , it is the basic duty of the State to bring justice to the door steps 
of the people. 

It cannot be gainsaid that distance of the principal seatof a High Court from the place 
of residence of the litigants makes it extremely difficult, nay impossible , to avail the remedies 
provided by the Constitution for enforcement of fundamental and other rights . It has always 
been the declared policy of the Government of India to provide justice at the door- steps of 
litigants . 

To establish a permanent Bench or Benches of the High Court is the Constitutional 
prerogative of the Union Parliamentvide entry 78 of the Union List of the Seventh Schedule 
to the Constitution . The statute law enacted by the Parliament in that regard is the State 
Reorganisation Act, 1956 (Act No . 37 of 1956 ). 

Section 31 (2 ) of the said Act provides for consultation by the President with two other 
constitutional functionaries, namely, the Governor of the State and the Chicf Justice of the 
High Court of that Stato, depicting involvement of three functionaries. 

It has been experienced that there often results an impasse due to absence of unanimity 
of opinion of the three Constitutional functionaries, which culminates into denial of the 
Constitutional obligation to bring justice to the door- stops of the people , as enshrined in 
article 39A of the Constitution . The report of the Jaswart Singh Commission , prepared at 
the heavy expense of time and money, is a buming illustration thereof. 

The reasons for absonce of unanimity by the three aforesaid functionaries are more 
than apparant. The Chief Justice of the High court also does not easily agree for establishment 
of the Benches despite popular demand of the public atlarge and of electod representatives. 
It, hence , necessitatos that some one should have the final say in the matter and that can 
alone be of the President under the Constitutional frame work . 

Hence the Bill.

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Bw.further to amend the Lord Acquisition Act 1894 
· Be it enacted by Parliament in the Forty -ninth Year of the Ropublic of India as 
follows :--- 

1. { ) This actmay bo called the Land Acquisition (Amendmont) Act, 1998. 

(2) Sections 2 ta 4 and 6 shall be deemed to have alwaysbeen in force and section 5 
shall be docmed to have been in Fored with effect from 24th day of September, 1984 . 

2. In tho Land Acquisition Act, 1894 (horcinafter referred to as the principal Act), for 
section 16 , the following section shall be substituted , namely: - 

“ 16 . (1) When the Collector has made an award under section 11, he may take 
possession of the land , which shall thercupon vest absolutely in thc Government, free 
from all crxcumbrances : 

Provided that any person , from whom any land is so acquired ,may, after the expiration 
of a period of ten years from the date of such acquisition , apply to the State Government for 
restoration of that land to him on the ground that the land has not been utilised for the public 
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Power to take 
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purpose for which itwas acquired within the said period, and , if the State Government is 
satisfied to that effect, it shall order restoration of land to him on payment of charges which 
were incurred in connection with acquisition together with interest at the rate of fifteen per 
centum per annum and such developmental charges,if any, as may have been incurred after 
acquisition. 

Explanation — In computing the period of ten years , the period during which the 
acquired land could not be utilised on account of injunctions or stay order of the Court 
shall be excluded . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in Registration Act, 1908 , the order of 
restoration ofland passed by State Government under sub -section ( 1 ) shall not be liable to 
registration under that Act, and shall also be not liable to be charged with any stamp duty 
under the Stamp Act, 1899 " . 

3. In section 17 of the principal Act, after sub -section (4 ), the following sub - section 
shall be added , namely : 

" (5) The provision relating to restoration of land referred to in sub - section (1) of 
section 16 shall also apply in relation to acquisition of land made under the sub-sections ( 1) 
and (2 ).". 

4 . In scction 18 of the principal Act , — 

(i) in sub -section (2), after the existing proviso , the following provisos shall be added , 
namely: 

" Provided further that the Collector may entertain the application after the expiry of 
any period referred to in clauses (a) and (b ) of the first proviso if he is satisfied that the 
applicantwas prevented by sufficient cause from making the application in time: 

Provided also that if a reference has been made to the Court which thercupon finds 
that the application was not made in time, the Court may, if satisfied that the applicant was 
prevented by sufficient cause from making application in time, condone the delay." 

( ii ) after sub -section (2 ), the following sub -sections shall be added , namely : 

" (3) The Collector shall, within ninety days from the date of receipt of an application 
under sub - section (1 ), make a reference to the Court: 

Provided that if the Collector does not make a reference to the Court within a period of 
ninety days from the date of receipt of the application , on an application by the applicantthe 
Courtmay direct the Collector to make a reference within such time as the court may fix . 

(4 ) Any under made by the Collector on an application under this section shall be 
subject to revision by the Court, as if the Collector were a court subordinate to the High 
Court within the morning ofsection 115 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 .". . . 

5. In section 28 of the Principal Act, the following explanation shall be added at the 
ond, namely : 

“ Explanation . The expression compensation as appearing in this section and 
also in section 34 shall include all the amounts payable under sub -sections (1A ) and 
(2) of section 23.” . 
6. In section 28A of the principal Act,-- 

(i) in sub-section (1), after the existing proviso, the following proviso shall be 
inserted , namely: . 

" Provided also that the Collectormay entertain the application after the expiration of 
the said period , if he is satisfied that the applicant was prevented by sufficient cause , from 
making an application in time." ; and 
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( ii ) after sub - section (3 ), the following explanation shall be added , namely: 

" Explanation . For the purposes of this section , an award of the Court under 
this part means and includes the judgement of the High Court and of the Supreme 
Court and if the award of the reference Court, made under section 26 , is disputed by 
an aggrieved person , and the limitation as prescribed in sub -section ( 1) shall be 
computed , accordingly, from the date of the judgementof the High Court or the Supreme 
Court, as the case may be.". 
7. In section 50 of the principal Act, — 

(i) in sub - section (2 ), after the existing proviso , the following proviso shall be 
added , namely : 

“ Provided also that the knowledge of the local authority or company regarding 
the pendency of reference proceedings would be sufficicnt notice to such local authority 
or company ." . 

( it) after sub - section (2 ), the following sub - section shall be added , namely:-- 
" (3) Where the amount is payable by the Collector consequent to the making of the 
award by the Court under part III or, the decrec of the High Court or the Supreme Court on 
an appeal therefrom under section 54 , the person interested may, at his option , recover the 
same from the local authority or the Company as if it were liable to pay such an amount." . 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The power of Sovereign to take private properties for public use is based upon the 
doctrine of eminent domain . Consequently, the right of the owner to compensation for the 
deprivation of such a property is also well recognised. A justification of this exercise of the 
power is based on two Latin maxims: (i) alus populo suprema est i.e., regard for the public 
welfare is the highest law and (ii) necessity publica major est quam private i. e., public 
necessity is greater than private necessity . 

One of the most important enactments for exercise of the right of eminent domain is 
the Land Acquisition Act, 1894 , which was cnacted more than a century back . However , 
with the passage of time and evolution of law , scores ofdeficiencies in the Acthave surfaced . 
The Parliament and also the State Legislatures tried to remove them from time to time. The 
most appreciable endeavour in that regard is the Land Acquisition (Amendment) Act, 1984 
( Act No. 68 of 1984 ), whereby soveral new provisions werc inserted and certain existing 
provisions were modified . 

The judicial pronouncements that have been recently given , while construing the 
provisions of the said Act and also the provisions enacted by the Act No. 68 of 1984, have 
highlighted several facets . which ordain amendmonts of the Act. 

It has been often experienced that large scale acquisitions are being resorted to without 
there being immediate need of such lands and , therefore the provisions relating to the 
restoration of the acquired land to its ex - land owner would provide an effective check on 
such unhealthy tendency. 

Further, there can hardly be any rational for not restoring it back to its ex -owner on 
payment of acquisition cost alongwith interest and development charges if the State fails to 
utilize the acquired land even after the expiry of ten years from the date of acquisition of 
such land. 


Also , lack of an in -built provision in section 18 of the Act for condonation of delay is 
apparently harsh . Bona fide and inadvertent delays merit to be oxcused . Since there are 
inordinate delays on the part of the Collector in making references to the Court, the Bill 
proposes to lay down time limit of 90 days for the Collector to make reference on receipt of 
an application from the interested person and , if the time period of 90 days elapses, an 
applicantmay apply to the Court for scoking directions against the Collector, commanding 
him to make a reference . 

Till recently, there has been consistent judicial opinion that the amount of solatium , 
payable under section 23 of the Act, in consideration of compulsory acquisition is an integral 
part of compensation and is to fetch statutory interest under sections 28 and 34 of the Act. 
However, of late , the Court has taken a contrary view , according to which the amount of 
compensation means only the market value of the land . The proposed amendment to section 
28 secks to define the expression compensation to include the amounts payable under 
various sub - sections of section 23 of the Act. 

The proposed amendment to section 28A of the Act is to achieve the laudablc purpose 
of empowering the Collector to entertain such applications which are not filed in time on 
account of bona fide reasons constituting sufficient cause . The proposed explanation to 
section 28A is intended to enlarge the connotation of the expression award of the Court 
under Part III. 

The Apex Court in its recently judgement has, inter- alia opined , that the right of a 
local authority or a company for whom land is being acquired has a right to be given adequate 
notice under section 50( 2 ) of the Act. Since the Act does not postulate any particular form of 
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notice and ,most often , it has been experienced that the local authority /company possesses 
complete knowledge and information about reference proceedings, it has been proposed 
that the knowledge of pendency of the reference proceedings would be construed as sufficient 
notice to such local authority/ company. Further , under the law , as it stands now , an ex - land 
owner cannot recover the amount awarded by the reference Court /High Court directly from 
the local authority / company in the execution proceedings. At the same time, the Collector 
also does not satisfy the decree of the Court for want of funds from the concerned local 
authority/ company. It has also been experienced that the amounts are recovered by attachment 
of properties belonging to the Collector. The Bill, therefore , secks to empower the decree 
holder to realise the awarded sum directly from the concerned local authority /company. 

It cannot be gainsaid that review of any law in the light of judicial scrutiny is crucial 
to ensure de facto achievement of the legislative intent and purport. The various amendments 
proposed in the Bill are , therefore , urgently required and intended to give a fair deal to the 
farmers and others by removal of scveral anomalies and deficiencies of the Act. 

Hence this Bill.

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 
Clause 5 of the Bill socks to define the expression compensation in order to include 
the amounts payable under sub-sections (1A ) and (2) of section 23of the Land Acquisition 
Act, 1894 . 

As regards the payment of compensation in connection with the lands acquired by the 
State Governments, the expenditure will be met out of the Consolidated Funds of respective 
State Governments.However, in case of payment of compensation for lands acquired by the 
Central Government, the expenditure will be met out of the Consolidated Fund of India . The 
Bill , therefore , if enacted , would involve expenditure out of the Consolidated Fund of India . 
At present, it is not possible to give the exact amount which will be incurred out of the 
Consolidated Fund of India to carry out the provisions of the Bill . However , a recurring 
expenditure of the amount of rupees 100 crore per annum is likely to be involved out of the 
Consolidated Fund of India. 

A non -recurring expenditure of about rupees 100 crore is also likely to be involved .
